"No one was to blame for the loss 


of the ship. The weather conditions 
were against us. The position of the 
ship for the first twelve hours after 
striking was critical,

or fire. Until we left the ship ut 
were in the captain's and ladies' rooms:

The small island of Sakura is cov- 


ered with a layer of lava and ashes, 
in places several feet deep. Beneath 
this lie many corpses, whose number 
will probably never be known. 


Any estimate of the dead must in- 


clude a lame number of refugees 
who were drowned while trying to 
swim from Sakura to the city of 
Kagoshima. 


Kagoshima, last week a prosper- 


ous town of 60,000, is 
in ruins. 


Even stone buildings collapsed un- 
der the weight of the hot ashes. 


Simultaneous with the eruption of 


the volcano of Sakura-Jima 
there 


occurred an eruption of Yarigatake. 
There were clouds of 
ashes over 


Matsumoto, but they did no serious 
damage. 


The eruption of Sakura-Jima is 
gradually subsiding. 
A heavy rain- 


fall is clearing the atmosphere and 
thereby assisfin* the work of relief. 


The entire island of Kiushiu. an 
area of 30rn square miles, is cov- 
ered with volcanic ash in varying 
depth. 


Prominent scientists declared au- 


thoritatively that the worst is over 
and added the calming 
assurance 


that the breaking out of the volca- 
noes had sorvod as a vent for an

an hour to yield, informing them 
that if they did not do so they would 
be bmded beneath the ruins of their 
fortress. 
After a brief conference 


they surrendered. 


The railroad strike showed signs 


of collapsing this afternoon 
when 


250 men applied for reinstatement 
at (Braamfontein. 


Secretary Bain sent out an emis- 


STy this morning requesting an in- 
terview with General Louis Botha, 
prime minister of the Union of South 
Africa. 
The government regarded 


this as an offer to surrender and re- 
plied merely that the control officer 
of the region under the provisions of 
martial law had orders to arrest every 
one in the hall and to use the most 
drastic measures 
necessary if, alter 


warning had been given them, 
the 


occupant* did not surrender without 
violence. 


Strong guards were placed in posi- 


tion to keep close watch on the hall 
and no pedestrians or vehicles were 
permitted to approach near it. 


The Transvaal 
Leader, a news-

Much more money has been sent 


anonymously to the British govern- 
ment's conscience fund than to that 
of the American government. The first 
recorded payment of this kind was the 
sum of $1,800, sent to Pitt In 1789. 
with a letter requesting him to apply 
the money "to the use of the state In 
such manner that the nation may not 
suffer by its having been detained from 
the public treasury. You are implored 
to do this for the case of conscience 
to an honest man." Nearly every year 
since then the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer has received a certain amount 
of conscience money. In 1841 the 
chancellor received $70,000 from a per- 
son. wno stated that he had engaged 
ta »nidg£llne for many years, and that 
this sum represented all his profits 
therefrom. 
One year the conscience 


money forwarded by British taxpayers 
totaled $80,000.

Flagg was the maiden name of the 
woman who has v.'on a place in the 
forefront among

"mere men." She was born in Buffalo 
on January 15, 1845, but the greater 
part of her youth was spent in 
the 


Windy City, and she ~.ras educated in 
Chicago high and 
normal 
schools. 


She has been a teacher for more than 
half a century, beginning in 1862. For 
her teaching v/as a life-work, and not 
the occupation of a few years, and 
the spirit and ability she brought to 
her work forced recognition. She held 
several important positions, 
includ- 


ing that of professor of education at 
the University of Chicago, before she 
was made a superintendent of Chica- 
go schools in 1909. She was the first 
woman ever chosen as the head of the 
educational system 01 a jreat city. 
Her salary is J1 0,000 a year, and, in 
the opinion of the women of Chicago, 
she has more than earned it. She has 
saved the city much more than her 
salary bv her bitter fight ? gainst the 
text book men. 


Last September Mrs. Young resigned 


her position because of the 
opposi- 


tion of a few male members of the 
board of education, but public dem- 
onstration in her behalf led her to 
reconsider the matter. Last month

The first English organization hav- 


ing for its purpose the legislation of 
marriage with a deceased wife's sis- 
ter was the Marriage 
Retorin 
Law- 


Association, founded si\t>-three years 
ago today. This question, petty as it 
may seem to some, was for more than 
a half century a prominent issue in 
English politics, and it was not until 
a lew \ears ago, and sifter many par- 
liamentary defeats, that Englishmen 
at last gained the boon of being able 
to marry a sister of a dead 
wife. 


Lyndharst's act, passed in 1835, ren- 
dered valid such marriages, but pro- 
hibited th*m in the future. Then be-

Washington, Jan. 15.— [Special.]— If 


the goverumt'ut of the United States 
wore conducted upou tb« plan of an 
average big business concern It would 
uot nuiko any difference which party 
wtitt in power so far us the tenure of 
the employees was concerned. But the 
government Is not so conducted and 
never will be. 
So when there is a 


i-hunge of purtj management the vie 
tors \vnnt the offices which go with it. 
To many of then) these places are im- 
portant. They mean breud und but- 
ter; they are positions which they 
counted upon when they were working 
for the party, and when success crown- 
ed their efforts they expected the re- 
wards of victory. 


Every victorious party has generally 


made sweeping changes in the per- 
sonnel of the offlceholding force so fat- 
as it did not affect the civil service. 
Some administrations have been more 
vigorous 
than 
others 
iu 
making 


changes, hut changes there are after 
each election. 


For Office. 


Aud now. more than a year after 


election and before the new adminis- 
tration has been in power a year, the 
pressure for office is greater than ever 
before. 
Ever since March 4 Repub- 


licans who were appointed by McKin- 
!ey. Itdtxevelt and Taft during sixteen 
years of Republican ascendancy are 
siill holding good places in the govern- 
ment service. No wonder the Demo- 
crats a iv «nv: no wonder the faithful 
,ire making iletiiands: no wonder sen- 
ators and representatives are urged to 
get busy :ind secure some of the offi- 
cial plums for faithful followers. 


Eyes on New York. 


Iu ail the history of the nation New 


York haa been the most important sin- 
gle element in the politics ot the coun- 
try. 
The Empire State has settled 


more presidential contests than any 
OUP state or any group of smaller 
states. 
Few times in the course of 


politics has it happened that New 
York cast its electoral vote for the 
losing presidential candidate. 


As a consequence Washington is 


looting toward New York this year 
with more than ordinary interest. 
Four years ago, when a governor was 
to be elected, not so much interest was 
manifested because It was known that 
Tammany would name the nest gov- 
ernor. and it was not believed that 
Tammany would name a presidential 
possibility. 


This Year It's Different. 


This year the nominees for governor 


on both tickets will be named in pri- 
maries. and the outcome will be watch- 
ed with interest. If the Republicans 
should name a man who can win in 
New York this year the news of his 
victory will not be cold before he is 
discussed as a possible candidate for 
the presidency. The man who carries 
Xew York as governor is nearly al- 
ways discussed as a possibility for the 
higher office, and this year, with Re- 
publicans casting about for a man who 
will make victory possible in 1916 the 
Xew York election is imports ri from 
a national point of view. On that ac- 
count the political developments in the 
Empire State are interesting to the 
men in politics in Washington who 
are scanning the political horizon in 
hopes of seeing what is going to hap- 
pen. 


Women Workers. 


It looks as if the women were going 


to be about as active as any set of 
people this winter. If the house should 
create a woman suffrage committee it 
would be hailed as a great victory for 
the suffragists, and they will follow it 
up with a demand for action upon the 
joint resolution submitting the matter 
of votes for women to the people. If 
congress sidesteps the issne by creat- 
ing a new committee, why should 
there not be another sidestepping by 
passing it up to the people at the 
polls? 


The Social Whirl. 


While there was disappointment be- 


cause there was no presidential New 
Year's reception, the first of the win- 
ter receptions at the White House indi- 
cates that everything will be as gay 
as usual at the home of the president. 
But the affairs will be conducted in 
the Wil«on way. which, after all. can- 
not differ much from the way these 
affairs have been managed for years 
past 


Government Ownership. 


Before final action Is taken on the 


Alaska bill it is quite likely that the 
whole question of government owner- 
ship will be discussed. The tendency 
has Iwen to talk about that phase of 
national drift possibly encouraged by 
the recommendations of the postmas- 
ter general that the telegraph and tele- 
phone Hoe<« be taken over by the ax»v- 
emnient and operated as part of tbe 
postal system.
